The victims of the 
outbreak exceed 2,000. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 29.—It is still

The houses of Ar- 
menians in various quarters have been 
pillaged and Galata and Pera are occupied 
by the military. Cavalry patrols are to be 
left in all streets, the shops are closed and 
few people venturing out.

The Armenians are greatly alarmed and 
the outbreak of the revolutionists is gener- 
ally condemned as criminal madness. But 
the authorities are censured for permitting 
the Mussulmans to interfere and attack in- 
nocent persons, and the police and troops 
are being blamed fon peing passive on-look- 
ers.

STRIKING SPEECH OF W. J. BRYAN 
AT KNOWLESVILLE. 


MASSES AGAINST CLASScS.. 


An Issue Between the Idle Holders of 
Idle Money and the Strug- 
gling Masses. 


BUFFALO, N. v., Aug. 29.—Mr. Bryan 
epoke Friday afternoon at a farmers’ picnic 
at Knowlesville as follows: 

“Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen— 
My voice is so husky that you will have to 
help me speak by being perfectly quiet. 1

TRACES OF “GOOD MEN” FOUND 
ON SOUTH EIGHTEENTH. 


POLICE ON THE LOOK-OUT. 


Effort Made Friday Night to Open the 
Safe of the Lansberg Brake Co. 
With a “Comealong.” 


The police have evidence that besides the 
many burglars in the city there is a gang 
of safe-blowers, who are so experienced 
that they are considered very dangerous. 

The latest implement known to safe- 
blowers has been found beside a safe, where 
it was left by the criminals when they were 
frightened away before they had accom- 


plished their task. 

When the office boy of the Lasers 
Brake Co. opened the front door of the 
office, at 826 South Eighteenth street, early 
8 morning, he found that the door of 
the big safe had been scratched and de- 
faced considerably. 

At one side of the safe he found a peculiar 
instrument. When the clerks in the office 
arrived he showed them a piece of steel 
with two heavy screws and with a peculiar 
slot in the center. 

They tried it on the safe and found that 
the combination knob fitted into the slot. 
By slipping the machine down A little it held 
the knob securely. Then by turning the 
screws it would pull the combination’ knob 
clear out of the door and leave a big hole 
in the safe. a 

That instrument is known to safe-blowers 
as the “‘come-along.’’ It pulls the combina- 
tion knob out of a safe and by means of a 
steel punch the tumblers can be knocked 
out of position and the safe unlocked. 

The one found in the office of the Lans- 
berg Brake Co. is the finest one that has 
come to the notice of the Detective De- 
partment. In fact few of them have ever 
been seen in this city, but this one is of a 
new pattern and an improvement on the old 
kind. It is not so large nor heavy as the 
others, but is much more powerful. 

It is made of a block of steel an inch 
thick. Then this steel, after the two screw 
holes are drilled into it, is tempered so hard 
that a file has no effect on it. 

The device is now in the hands of the 
police. They are making an earnest effort 
to find the owner. 

The rear door of the office of the Lansberg 

Brake Company had been unlocked by 
means of skeleton keys. The police are 
now looking over the records to see what 
known safe-crackers are not in the peni- 
tentiaries of the country, and in that way 
expect to get aclew. It is known that the 
men who visited the office on South Eigh- 
teenth street were experts, else they would 
not have had so fine a tool. 
The Police Department will not be sur- 
prised to hear of a successful safe- blowing 
at any time now, as they are sure the men 
are in the city. The only thing is that they 
are, probably having another ‘‘comealong”’ 
made. This is not an easy matter, as every 
blacksmith will not make one. It is a crime. 
It takes several days to forge one, and the 
cost is considerable.

A Chance That There Will Be a Law

They are undecided as to what they are 
going to do, and so far have failed to 
announce their ultimatum. 

President MeMath stated that his notice 
to the Meskers to commence work was 
final, and that neither the officials nor the 
public would tolerate any further delay in 
the completion of the City Hall. 

When asked what he thought of ‘the ul- 
timatum of Judge Valliant that the Mes- 
kers could restrain the Mayor and New City 
Hall Commission if they undertook to for- 
keit Mesker’s contract under the strike 
clause, Mr. McMath chuckled and said 
that was one of the dangers he had not 
anticipated, and supposed the commission 
would have to awatt developments.

A FIGHT TO FINISH. 

Mr. Bryan did not exaggerate either the 
gravity of the issue or the determined 
spirit of the Democracy when he said 
in his Albany speech that in its fight 
against the gold standard and what the 
gold standard means the Democratic 
party will ask no quarter and give none! 

This is nota threat. It is an exact and 
plain statement of the existing situation. 
There can be no compromise. We have 
long ago passed the time when it was 
possible to make concessions. Ether the 
Democratic party must win the fight in 
which it is now enlisted or it must be 
wiped out of existence and superseded 
by another party which to the revolu- 
tionary demands of the insane and des- 
perate plutocracy will oppose an equal 
desperation and perhaps an equal in- 
sanity. 

The hope of freedom in America and of 
progress in the world depends on Demo- 
cratic cOurage and trustworthiness. Not 
one inch will be yielded from the ground 
which has been taken. If it were possi+ 
ble that the November election could be 
lost, if the immense campaign fund which 
will be contributed by Wall Street and by 
the representatives of Buropean capital- 
ists could buy an election from the Amer- 
ican people, if for four years more Democ- 
racy could be cheated of its hope of 
restoring prosperity to the country and 
equality before the law to the people, 
the defeat would only make it more de- 
termined on victory, more insistent on 
justice, more certain that the time has 
passed either for asking or for giving 
quarter. 

Four or five hundred men and corpora- 
tions in the Eastern cities and in London 
control four or five thousand millions of 
the wealth produced by American labor. 
They have inflated their stealings until 
for every dollar of real property and 
actual cash in their hands they issued 
against the labor of the country, against 
its trade, against its legitimate and hon- 
est enterprise of all kinds, from five to 
twenty-five dollars in one sort or an- 
other of fraudulent paper. Now they say 
that they must receive their returns on 
this inflated paper in gold—that it is rob- 
bery not to pay them in gold. Those 
of them who operate from London, who 
have least at stake in the prosperity of the 
American people, are loudest in denounc- 
ing as anarchists and repudiationists all 
who declare against further inflation of 
credit paper accompanied by further con- 
traction in the supply of cash. 

Week by week, month by month, the 
contraction of cash, the inflation of credit 
paper, issued against labor and against 
business, has gone on, until now, with a 
contracted supply of money, with gold 
cornered and locked up out of circula- 
tion, with an increasing national debt, 
and with new bond issues constantly 
threatened, we have also an increasing 
inflation in all forms of credit paper, espe- 
cially in the stocks and bonds of the most 
rapacious and fraudulent trusts and mo- 
nopolies, such as are represented by 
Hanna in the control of the McKinley 
campaign. 

The same men who contract the supply 
of cash, “kite” their worthless credit 
paper by the million and the hundred 
million until they force the country to 
the ragged edge of panic, until they drive 
thousands of men from their employment, 
until mills shut down and the highways 
swarm with tramps, until the cry of fam- 
ine ts heard in the cities, and the farm- 
er grows poorer in the midst of the use- 
less plenty he has produced.

LOUISIANA LYNCHINGS. 


It Is Likely That an Indemnity Must 
Be Paid. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 2.—The 

State Department has received the report 


of the Governor of Louisiana on the recent 
lynchings in that State. The report will 
not be given out for publication, but will 
be transmitted to the Italian authorities. 
In a general way the report states that 
after a thorough investigation by the State 
authorities, no affirmative evidence can be 
found that the men lynched were Italian 
subjects. It can not be learned either that 
they have ever taken out American nat- 
uraligation papers. The Governor says that 
every effort is being made by the authori- 
ties of the State to find the perpetrators of 
the deed. As the Governor’s report does 
not appear to mitigate the circumstances 
of the affair, there seems to be little doubt 
that the United wtates will have to pay 
an indemnity.

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John Stout Became Confused and Was 
Fatally Hurt. - . 


John Stout, a retired plumber, an old time 
resident of St. Louis, is dying at thé Baptist 
Hospital from the effects of injuries in- 
flicted by a cable car at Olive street and 
Ewing avenue Friday morning. 

Mr. Stout is 70 years of age. His wife 


died April exactly four months prior to 
the time of the accident—and since that 
time his health has not been good. He has 
made his home with his niece, Miss Mary 
White, at 2915 Pine street. 

Friday morning he complained of feeling 
unusually bad, but about 10 o’clock he left 
the house and started over to Franklin ave- 
nue to purchase a pair of shoes. He walked 
east to Ewing avenue and then north to 
Olive street, and for some unknown reason 
—supposed to be due to his sickness and 
old age—he became confused and stepped 
in front of an east bound cable train. 

He was knocked down and terribly in- 
jured. His skull was badly fractured, his 
spine was wrenched and he was otherwise 
bruised and mangled. 

He was conveyed to the home of his niece, 
but the flow of blood was so great and he 
became so weak that he was removed to the 
Baptist Hospita] at the suggestion of Dr.

Mr. Stout was married in St. Louis forty- 
three years ago. He is a native of England, 
and has no relatives in this country except 
Miss White. For many years he was in the 
plumbing business, but of late years has 
made a scant living by small speculations 
in real estate.
